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By-Laws of the Town of Orange 


Section 1, The Board of Selectmen of the town of Orange shall have 
the charge and management of all suits and actions at law for and 
against the town, and may prosecute, defend or settle the same as 
they see fit, unless otherwise directed by the vote of the town, 


Sec, 2, The word "street" or "streets" in these by-laws shall be un- 
derstood to mean and include alleys, lanes, courts, public squares, 
public places and all public ways, and shall include the sidewalks 
thereof, unless otherwise expressly stated, 


Sec, 3, The Board of Selectmen may change the name of any 
street and shall establish the names of all streets hereafter laid out and 
accepted by the town or any other authority. 


The said Board shall cause the names of all streets to be recorded 
in the records of the town, and shall cause signs with the names of 
the respective streets thereon to be secured and maintained at proper 
places on said streets, 


Sec, 5, No person shall coast or slide on the snow or ice, across, 
in or along any street or other public place, upon any hand sled, board 
or other thing except in such places and under such restrictions as the 
Selectmen shall designate, 


Sec, 6, Noperson shall fire or discharge any gun, pistolor firearms 
in or across any of the streets, within the town, provided that this sec- 
tion shall not apply to use of such weapons at any military exercise 
or review underthe authority of a commissioned officer of the mili- 
tia, or in the lawful defense of the person, family or property of any 
citizen, nor to any person firing a salute of cannon by leave of the- 
Selectmen, 


Sec, 9. No person shall ride ordrive any horse or other animal on 
any public way at a rate of speed exceeding ten miles per hour, nor 
insuch manner as toendanger or unreasonably incommode passengers 
therein,

Sec, 10, No person shail tie or fasten any horse or other animal to 
any ornamental or shade tree, vine, or shrub in any street or on any 
publicland, or to any structure put up forthe protection of such tree, 
vine or shrub or to any pole used for the transmission of electricity, 


Sec, ll, No person shall suffer any horse or other beast attached 
to any carriage to go at large without a driver or rider in any street 
or public square, 


Sec, 12, No owner or personhaving the care of any swine, sheep, 
horses, mules or neat cattle, shall permit or allow the same to go at 
large in any highway or public place within said town, 


Sec, 138, No person shall break or dig upthe ground in that portion 
of any highway or street, wrought for travel, or except as provided 
in Sections 29, 30 and 31, place thereon any wood, timber, coal, 
earth, stone, bricks, lumber or building material, or any dirt or 
ashes, or any animal or vegetable substance, or any rubbish, offal 
or obstruction of any kind, or move any building into or along the 
same without a written license from the Selectmen, 


Sec, 14, Three or more persons shall not stand in a group or near 
each other on any sidewalk or on land used for a sidewalk or street in 
sucha manneras to obstruct or impede public travelafterhaving been 
requested by any constable or police officer to move on, 


Sec, 15. No person shallloaf upon any sidewalk or land used for a 
sidewalk or street after having been requested by any constable or 
police officer to move on, 


Sec, 16, No person shall behave himselfin a disorderly manner or 
use any indecent or profane language on any street, highway, or 
other public place insaid Town, or be andremainupon any doorstep, 
portico or other projection from any house or other building, after 
having been requested by any person in charge of such premises or by 
any constable or police officer to leave, 


Sec, 17, No person shall spit tobacco juice on the floor of any 
room in any public building or on the floor of any hall or entrance 
to any public building in said Town. 
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Sec, 18, No person in a state of nudity shall bathe in any pond, 
stream, or other place exposed to public view, or in the vicinity of 
any dwelling house, between one hour before sunrise and one hour 
after sunset, 


Sec, 21, No person shall place or cause to be placed in any yard 
or passage way to any engine house or other building-under the care 
of the fire department, any obstruction to the taking out or putting 
in of any engine, carriage or other apparatus belonging to the fire 
department, 


Sec, 22, No person shall place or keep any table, stall or booth or 
other erection in any street, highway, sidewalk, or in any of the pub- 
lic squares or grounds in the Town, forthe sale of fruit or other things 
without permission from the Selectmen, 


Sec, 23, No person shall ring or cause to be rung any bell, use or 
cause to be used any horn or other -instrument in any street or public 
place in said Town, to give notice of any business or calling or sale 
of any article, or shall sell or offer for sale by public proclamation 
in any street or public place, any article, unlessduly licensed by the 
Selectmen, 


Sec, 24, No person shall in any manner injure any of the pumps, 
wells, drinking fountains or watering troughs in the streets or public 
grounds, of said Town, nor shall throw or place any substance in said 
pumps, wells, drinking fountains or watering troughs, and the drink- 
ing cups provided for said fountains shall be deemed a part of said 
fountain within the meaning of this by-law. 


Sec, 26, No person shall, without written permission of the Board 
of Selectmen, post or paste any advertisement or notice upon any 
shade tree, bridge, fence, guide post or pole used for the transmission 
of electricity in the Town, 


Sec, 27. No person shallscatter handbills, flyers, printed or writ- 
ten advertisements or circulars in or on any street within one-half 
mile of the Town House, 
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Sec, 28. No person shalldischarge any waste water or water from 
a sink or water closet, except through a drain into a sewer or Cess- 
pool, or in accordance with a written permit from the Board of Health, 


Sec, 29. The Board of Selectmen shall cause the snow and ice to 
be made even upon or removal from the sidewalk adjoining School 
houses and other town property within one mile of the Town House, 
and the sidewalks on the bridges over the river and railroad on South 
Main street, and ifnecessary to cause sand or some suitable material 
to be scattered upon the same to render them reasonably safe for tra- 
vel,

DEALERS, DEALERS IN SECOND-HAND ARTICLES AND 
JUNK COLLECTORS, ADOPTED MARCH, 1915 


Sec, 33, No person shall hawkor peddle any of the articles which 
he may lawfully sell without a license until he has recorded his name 
and residence with the town clerk and has been assigned by said clerk 
a number, 


Sec, 34, No hawker or peddler shall carry or convey any article 


which he may lawfully sell without a license in any manner that will 
tend to injure or annoy the public health or comfort, not otherwise 
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than in vehicles or receptacles which are neat and clean and do not 
leak, and which have printed onthem, in letters and figures at least 
two inches inheight, the name of the person selling and the number 
given him by the town clerk, 


Sec, 35, The selectmen may license suitable persons to be deal- 
ers in, and keepers ofshops, for the purchase, sale or barter of junk 
old metals or second-hand articles, subject to the provisions of the 
laws of the Commonwealth, and may revoke such licenses at pleasure, 


They may also license suitable persons as junk collectors, to col- 
lect by purchase or otherwise, junk, old metals and second-hand ar- 
ticles, from place to place in the town, subject to the provisions of 
the laws of the Commonwealth, and may revoke such licenses at 
pleasure, 


Sec, 36, Every keeper ofa shop for the purchase, sale or barter of 
junk, old metals or second-hand articles shall keep a book in which 
shall be written at the time of every purchase of any such article, a 
description thereof, the name, age and residence of the persons from 
whom, and the day and hour when such purchase was made, Such 
book shall at all times be open tothe inspection of the selectmen and 
of any person by them authorized to make such inspection, 


Sec, 37, No keeper of a shop for the purchase, sale or barter of 
junk, old metals or second-hand articles, and no junk collector, shall 
directly or indirectly, either purchase or receive, by way of barter 
or exchange, any of the articles aforesaid, of a minor or apprentice, 
knowing or having reason to believe him to be such, and no article 
purchased or received by such shop keeper shall be sold until at least 
one week from the date of its purchase or receipt has elasped. 


Sec, 38, Every keeper ofsuch shopshall put in asuitable and con- 
spicuous place on his shop, a sign having his name and occupation 
legibly inscribed thereon in large letters, and every such shop shall 
not be open except during the time between sunrise and nine o*clock 
of the evening of each week day, 
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Sec, 39, Every shop, place, vehicle or receptacle used for the 
storage, collection or keeping of junk, old metals or second-hand 
articles, and allarticles of merchandise therein may be examined at 
all times by the selectmen, or by any person by them authorized to 
make such examination, 


Sec, 40. Junk collectors shall display badges upon their persons, 
and upon their vehicles when engaged in collecting, transporting, or 
dealing in junk, metals or second-hand articles, Said badges so to be 
displayed upon the person shall be circular in form, of a diameter not 
less thantwo and one-half inches, and shall bear upon the face there- 
of, in plain letters, the words, “Junk Collector", together with the 
number of the license of such junk collector, The badge so to be dis- 
played upon the vehicle shall be rectangular in form, of dimensions 
not less than eight by six inches, and shall bear upon its face the 
words, “Junk Collector", and the number of the license of such col- 
lector, 


Whoever violates any of these by-laws from No, 33 to No, 40 in- 
clusive, or any provisions thereof shall be punished by a fine not ex- 
ceeding twenty dollars for each offense,

REVIEW OF 1966 


The Board of Selectmen is pleased to announce that all projects as 
listed in the 1965 Town Report for the year 1966 have been accom- 
plished. Below is a brief summary of these projects: 


A beautification Committee has been established with resources 
available for improvement of land adjacent to Rodney Hunt Machine 
Company's proposed program for beautification. 


TheRevualuation committee appointed atthe March, 1966 meeting, 
after publishing a list of tax assessments, has reported to the Board 
of Selectmen that revaluation is not advised at this time. 


The removal of Lambs Block was finished on August 1 and several 
other “eyesores" in town have been removed under the Dilapidated 
Building account, 


New doors have been installed at the entrance to the town hall. 


The Memorial Committee has erected a flag pole dedicated to all 
our Servicemen. 


One new business has been added to the Orange community and 
there have been several modernizations in store locations, namely: 
Woodward's Drug Store, May's Jewelry Store and Cumberland Store, 
and remodeling of Donelan's Super Market to house the former Car- 
bone's Package Store. 
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PROGRESS 1966 


Subdivision Control, which should help inthe orderly growth of the 
town, was accepted by the citizens at the Annual Town Meeting, 


We were able to have the so-called "chicken plant" removed at a 
cost well within the money appropriated and the Board of Selectmen 
would like to thank the State Department of Public Works for their 
cooperation in this matter, 


Through the cooperation of the U. S. Army Corps of Engineers, 
we were able, to alarge extent, to reducethe offensive odor that has 
troubled us in the past by the retention and planned release of water 
at Tully and Birch Hill Dams, Water was released at intervals, thus 
flushing the river and allowing a flow of water during the drought 
period. 


Through accelerated maintenance- the flood gates on Millers River 
were brought up to high operating standard. 


Through the cooperation of Senator Charles A. Bisbee, Jr., now

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Report of the Planning Board 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


During 1966, the Planning Board has continued to meet on a week~ 
ly basis, except for a one-month period during the summer, In addi- 
tion to its own projects and programs, the Planning Board has been 
involved in even more municipal activities this last year than was so 
in the previous two years of its existence. While it is important that 
the townspeople of Orange continue to realize that formalized plan- 
ning activitiesdo not become evidentin any short period of time, the 
effects of the Planning Board's work in recent years is beginning to 
show progress in bringing improved planning and sound information 
into the town's decision making on its problems and opportunities. 


During the early part of 1966, a good deal of the Planning Board's 
time wastakenup withthe subject of Reorganization ofthe Planning 
Board and the establishment of Subdivision Rules and Regulations. Fol- 
lowing detailed study in 1965, this matter was presented to the towns- 
people at the Annual Meeting in March of 1966 following many pub- 
lic information meetings. The town adopted the Reorganization of 
the Planning Board and the establishment of Subdivision Rules and reg- 
ulations by a unanimous vote, 


The Board's primary project for the year, which it initiated in de- 
tail in June, wasthe matter of zoning. It has retained the services of 
Mr. Theodore Bacon, of Amherst, Mass., on this subject. He and the 
local Board have devoted many hours to drafting a proposed zoning 
by-law which, while intending toimprove the development in Orange 
over the years ahead, is also simple and flexible enough to be prac- 
tical for a community like ours, The proposed zoning by-law of 22 
pages and the proposed zoning districts as shown on the zoning map 
were finalized in the Fall of 1966 and have been the subject of a num- 
ber of public information meetings and discussions, Following a for- 
mal publichearing, the proposed zoning by-law will be presented to 
the townspeople fortheir decision at the Annual Meeting in March of 
1967. 
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Throughout most of 1966, a sub-committee of the Planning Board, 


the Sewer System Study Committee, was active in reviewing the 
town's sewer system and the possible future needs for a sewer dispos~ 


al plant. This group has developed a good deal of information during 
the year and will continue to study these subjects in order to make 
recommendations to the town at the appropriate time. 


During the course ofits activities this past year, the Planning Board 
has met with nearly every town department and official. Following 
the recommendations of the Selectmen, the Planning Board has at- 
tempted tokeep all departments informed asto what it is working on 
and tobe available for discussion on any town subjects whenever other 
departments desire to meet with it. 


While the Board devotes most of its time to specific long range 
planning projects which it feels appropriate for the town, it becomes 
involved in many other activities at the request of the Selectmen, the 
Business and Industrial Commission, the Assessors and other town bod- 
ies. During this past year, for instance, it was involved to varying 
extents in subjects such as; pollution control, airport runway resur- 
facing, the Business and Industrial Commission's joint activities with 
Athol, the Sewer System Study Committee, natural gas franchise, 
the feasibility of a tax revaluation study, street acceptances, water 
and sewer extensions, recreation areas, Educational Fact Finding Cab- 
inet, Massachusetts Federation of Planning Boards, meetings with 
County Planner, Donald Caven, enlargement of the Mahar Regional 
School District, and local school facilities. 


The Planning Board again thanks the Chamber of Commerce for the 
use of their meeting room and the Selectmen, the Finance Commit- 
tee, the Business and Industrial Commission, all town department 
heads and groups, and many interested citizens for their help and co-

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Report of Revaluation Committee 


Upon due consideration of the Revaluation Committee, it has been 
decided, aftera printing of the comparisons of the 1965 and 1966 tax 
assessments and amount paid, and uponresearch by the committee of 
the nineteen abatements filed for the year1966, that the townspeople 
seem to feel that an internal tax equalization has come about. 


We only wishto point out that after research by the committee with 
an out of town concern, and many other facets of study, the fact was 
pointed out by the independent appraiser that they expect ten to fif- 
teen percent request for abatements on an average, The nineteen a- 
batements filed this year is less than 1%. We feel that it is our duty 
at this time to point out that it is entirely possible that the towns- 
people do not realize that, even though the “out of pocket" expense 
this year was less, a considerable percentage of parcels of property 
were raised in valuation. If the Sales Tax is revoked, this could mean 
an increase in taxation to the property owner of this town; larger in 
fact than those paid in 1965.

ACTION TAKEN ON ARTICLES IN THE WARRANT 
Delbert A. Witty, Moderator 
Meeting called to order at 7:00 p.m., March 14, 1966 


Article 2: Voted: That the Town Annual Report be accepted as print- 
ed. 

That the Report of the Orange Sewage Disposal System Study Com- 
mittee be accepted, 

The report was read as follows: 

Report of the Orange Sewage Disposal System Study Committee for 
1965 being a Sub-committee of the Orange Planning Board and ap- 
pointed by Selectmen March 4, 1965. 

State and Federal authorities have notified all towns on the Millers 
River that action must be started to correct the pollution of the river, 
Like other towns, Orange has got to install sewerage disposal plants. 
Also industrial plants on the river must alleviate pollution caused by 
their sewerage and industrial wastes. 

The committee has studied the present situation - a sewerage col- 
lecting system that serves much of the residential area, The system 
was built inthe 1890's and discharges raw sewerage into the river, The 
only information about the system is shown in one map dated 1890, 
plus some random notes. Being 70 years old, most anything could 
have happened to the pipes. Their present condition and their capa- 
cities will have to be obtained by actual field engineering, such as 
tests of flow at manholes, 

The committee studied the northeast section of the town - a separ- 
ate section of sewer lines connected to the whole system at the cor- 
ner of Water and East Main Streets. This section is north of the river 
and east of North Main Street, Surveys were made of residences and 
industries to determine average sewer load handled by the sewer lines 
on East Main St, 

Capacity of East Main St, line was estimated from sizes and grades 
of pipe show on map, It appears that East Main Street pipes may not 
be capable of carrying additional load, such as East Howe area which 
now has a separate septic tank. The present condition of East Main 
St, lines must be determined by actual field tests, 

To correct the pollution of the river, the town must realize that some 
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areas are near the river but have no collecting sewer lines. How to 
properly take care of such areas will require thorough engineering. 

One area is East Main Street beyond Fernwood. 

Another section is the Brookside area. 

There is a third area along Route 202 that includes the potential in- 
dustrial acreage of the airport. 

Note especially that since the sewer pipe system was laid in 1890 
water consumption has increased heavily. In the 20 years, 1945 to 
1963, consumption hasdoubled - although no great change in the last 
eight years, 

Also note that industrial wastes come into the system. These wastes 
must be analized by proper tests, Provision must be made by the 
plants to render harmless such manufacturing refuse. 

In 1938 surface water or storm drains with their catch basins were 
built in many intown streets on one side or on both sides, Such sur- 
face water of streets, also such rain water of buildings and residences 
should not reach sewer pipes, It increased the load of the disposal 
plant. The seriousness of this rain water factorcan only be determined 
by thorough engineering study. 

Pumping cost of sewerage is very expensive. Hence it is logical to 
build a disposal plant down the river at the lower end of the collect- 
ing system. 

As the committee continues the study - it is evident that much more 
complete accurate information is needed. We must know more about 
the present collecting system, what extensions and connections are 
possible, and what are the hazards of the present sewerage conditions 
in the border areas. Thisinformation will have to be obtained by en- 
gaging outside engineering services.

Preliminary Report of the School Facilities Survey Committee 
October 10, 1966 


The School Facilities Survey Committee as appointed by Delbert 
Witty, Town Moderator, in compliance with the vote at the March, 
1966 Town Meeting submits the following preliminary report. 

Since one of the prime purposes of the committee was to resolve 
the problem of the leaking roof at Dexter Park School, this received 
first consideration. After consultation with a roofing company, the 
already known fact that the school must have a new roof was reinfor- 
ced. Further deterioration of the building will result if a new roof is 
not put on as soon as possible. 

However, before deciding to recommend a new roof, the architec- 
tural firm which designed the school was consulted as to the possibil- 
ity of adding asecond story. Theirreply indicated that a second floor 
might be possible but that construction would have to be of very light 
weight material. Considering this and the fact that the architect based 
his opinion on the original specifications of the building without in- 
specting its present condition, the committee agreed that it would not 
recommend a second story addition to Dexter Park. 

After this decision was reached, specifications for a new roof were 
obtained from the Barrett Roofing Co, After consultation with a local 
building contractor and a local roofer as to their opinion of the dura- 
bility of this type of roof, the committee voted to recommend that 
the Orange School Committee initiate proceedings to have a new roof 
installed as soon as possible, preferably before the advent of winter 
weather. 

The further duty of this committee was toinvestigate the space needs 
of the Orange schools and to study the possibility of using the closed 
schools, Central and South, to solve the space problems. Members of 
the committee toured Central and South Schools and found that the 
utilization of classrooms in these buildings might be possible. The 
buildings are structurally sound but it is obvious that there would have 
to be extensive renovation, Also the location of Central School with 


its lack of parking and playground facilities would present additional 
problems. 
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However, in order to dispose of the question of why a new school is 
needed when unused space is available, the committee voted to re- 
commend to the Orange School Committee that an engineer familiar 
with State building requirements be hired to inspect the buildings and 
prepare a cost estimate, Only by doing this will the town be able to 
weigh the advantages and disadvantages of putting these schools into 
operation as opposed to building new space, 

This preliminary report does not include a study of space require- 
ments, The committee will make this further report by December 1, 


1966.

Voted to accept report submitted by Orange Regional School Dis- 
trict Expansion Survey Committee as follows: 


Report to the citizens of Orange: 

This committee was established by vote of the Annual Town Meet- 
ing in March, 1963 to investigate the eaucational and financial ef- 
fects on the town should the number of member towns of the Ralph C. 
Mahar Regional School District be increased. 

New Salem and Wendell have voted to join this regional school dis- 
trict and have accepted the terms of a proposed amendment which 
provides for the following important changes in the original agreement: 

(1) The entering towns would each receive one vote on the District 
Committee, Orange would receive three additional votes, Thus the 
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new District Committee representation would be; Erving 3, Petersham 
2, Orange 7, New Salem 1 and Wendell 1, giving Orange 50% of the 
total representation. 

(2) The towns of New Salem and Wendell shall also be responsible 
for a portion of the funded indebtedness already retired by the District 
as hereinafter provided, The town of New Salem shall be liable to the 
District in the sum of $21, 022 and the town of Wendell shall be liable 
to the District inthe sum of $18,956, Payment to be made over a ten= 
year period, The amounts due and payable to the District each year 
shall be credited tothe towns of Erving, Orange and Petersham in the 
following manner, Each town's credit for each calendar year shall be 
determined by computing the ratio which the number ot pupils resid- 
ing in such town and enrolled in the regional school on October 1 of 
the previous year bears to the total number of pupils residing in the 
aforesaid three towns and enrolled in the regional school on the same 
date. 

This Committee is of the opinion that the quality of education pre- 
sently offered by the District will not be impared by the admission of 
New Salem and Wendell to the region. Enrollment will not be great- 
ly changed since the District has been educating pupils from these 
towns on a tuition basis for several years, 

Whether or not these towns enter the District will have no bearing 
on the need for building expansion. 

The proposed amendment offers more equitable representation for 
the town of Orange as well as providing possible future financial ease- 
ment. 

This Committee therefore recommends adoption of the proposed a- 
mendment to the District agreement by the Town of Orange.

Sir: 


In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of the 
books and accounts of the town of Orange for the period from January 
1, 1964, the date of the previous examination, to February 28, 1966, 
and report thereon as follows: 


The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of the several 
departments receiving or disbursing money for the town or committing 
bills for collection, were examined, checked, and verified by com- 
parison with the records in the offices of the town accountant and the 
town treasurer. 


The books and accounts in the accountant's office were examined 
and checked, the recorded receipts being compared with the treas- 
urer's books and with the records in the several departments coliect- 
ing money for the town, The payments, as entered, were checked 
with the treasurer's books and with the treasury warrants, while the ap- 
propriations, transfers, and loan authorizations were checked with the 
town clerk's records of financial votes passed by the town meetings and 
with the finance committee's authorizations of transfers from the re- 
serve fund. 


The general and appropriation ledger accounts were analyzed, the 
necessary adjustments resulting from the audit were made, and a bal- 
ance sheet showing.the financial condition of the town on December 


31, 1965 was prepared and is appended to this report. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined and 
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checked in detail. The cash book was footed and the recorded receipts 
were compared with the town accountant's books, with the depart- 
mental records of payments to the treasurer, and with other sources 
from which money was paid into the town treasury. The payments were 
compared with the warrants approved by the selectmen and with the 
town accountant's books, 


The treasurer's cash balance on February 28, 1966 was proved by 
reconciliation of the bank balances with statements furnished by the 
banks of deposit and by actual count of the cash in the office. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of Federal and State 
taxes, the county retirement system, and group insurance were ex- 
amined and checked. The deductions were proved, the payments to 
the proper agencies and refunds to employees were verified, and the 
balances in the general treasury on February 28, 1966 were proved 
with the town accountant's ledger controls. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the investment 
of the trust and investment funds in the custody of the treasurer were 
examined and listed. The income and bequests were proved, and the 
withdrawals were verified by comparison with the treasurer's record 
of receipts. 


The records of tax titles and tax possessions held by the town were 
examined and checked in detail. The amounts transferred to the tax 
title account were compared with the collector's records, the amounts 
received on account of redemptions were compared with the treas- 
urer's recorded receipts, and the recorded abatements were compar- 
ed with the assessors'records of abatements granted. The tax titles and 
tax possessions on hand February 28, 1966 were listed and reconciled 
with the town accountant's ledger controls, and were further checked 
with the records at the Registry of Deeds. 


It is again recommended that action be taken in instituting fore- 
closure proceedings on all tax titles held over two years, as required 
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by the provisions of Section 50, Chapter 60, General Laws. 


The records of funded debt, as well as temporary loans, were ex- 
amined and checked. The loans issued were compared with the treas- 
urer's recorded receipts, while the payments on account of maturing 
debt, temporary loans, and interest were compared with the amounts 
failing due and were checked with the cancelled securities and cou- 
pons on file. 


The coupons outstanding onFebruary 28, 1966, as well as the pay- 
ments in advance of maturities, were listed and checked with the a- 
mount on deposit in the bond and coupon account, 


The books and accounts of the town collector were examined and 
checked in detail. The tax, excise, assessment, departmental, and 
water accounts outstanding at the time of the previous audit, as well 
as all subsequent commitments, were audited and proved with the war- 
rants committing them for collection. The collections as recorded on 
the cash books were checked, the payments to the town treasurer were 
verified, the transfers to the tax title account were proved, the re- 
corded abatements were compared with the assessors’ and other de- 
partmental records of abatements granted, and the outstanding ac- 
courts were listed and proved with the town accountant's ledger con- 
trols. The town collector's petty cash advance was proved by actual 
count. 


The outstanding tax, excise, assessment, departmental, and water 
accounts were further verified by mailing notices to a number of per- 
sons whose names appeared on the books as owing money to the town, 
and from the replies received it appears that the accounts, as listed, 
are correct, 


Attention is again called to the fact that taxes and exise are out- 
standing as far back as1961, and that many of the water and other de- 
partmental accounts are considerably past due, It is again recommend - 
ed that promptaction be taken to effect a complete settlement of all 
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the delinquent accounts. 


It is also again recommended that the town collector comply with 
Section 57, Chapter 59, Section 2, Chapter 60A, General Laws, in 
regard to collecting interest on delinquent tax and excise accounts, 


The appropriations were listed from the town clerk's record of town 
meetings, and the amounts voted were compared with the aggregate 
appropriations raised by the assessors inthe computation of the tax rates 
for 1964 and 1965. 


The financial records of the town clerk were audited. The receipts 
for dog and sporting licenses and from recording and miscellaneous 
fees were checked, The payments tothe town treasurer and to the Di- 
vision of Fisheries and Game were verified, and the cash balance on 
February 28, 1966 was proved by actual count of the cash in the office 
and by reconciliation of the bank balance with a statement received 
from the bank of deposit. 


The surety bonds of the several town officials required to furnish them 
for the faithful performance of their duties were examined and found 
to be in proper form. 


The records of receipts of the sealer of weights and measures, as 
well as of the fire, highway, school, and library departments, and of 
all other departments collecting money for the town or committing 
bills for collection, were examined and checked. The payments to the 
treasurer were verified, and the cash on hand in the several depart- 
ments, including the petty cash advance in the school lunch, was 
proved by actual count, 


The books and accounts of the treasurer of the Eastern Franklin Vet- 
eran's Service District were examined and checkedin conjunction with 
the audit of the town treasurer"s accounts. The receipts, consisting of 
town assessments and payroll deductions, were analyzea and checked. 
The payments were checked with the vouchers and payrolls on file, 
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and the cash balance onFebruary 28, 1966 was proved by reconcilia- 
tion of the bank balance witha statement furnished by the bank of de- 
posit. 


In addition to the balance sheet, there are apended to this report 
tables showing reconciliations of the several cash accounts, summaries 
of the tax, excise, assessment, tax title, tax possession, department- 
al, and water accounts, as well as schedules showing the transactions 
and condition of the trust and investment funds. 


During the progress of the audit cooperation was extended by all town 
officials, for which, on behalf of my assistants and for myself, I wish 
to express appreciation,

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Board of Health, in conjunction with the Orange Visiting Nurse 
Association and with the help of the School Department, sponsored a 
series of three evening immunization clinics for the following disea- 
ses: Diptheria, Tetanus, Whooping Cough, Poliomyelitis, and Meas- 
les, 


We wish to express our thanks to all who volunteered their time and 
effort to help. It would be more gratifying if more people took advan- 
tage of these free clinics, especially for the Measles vaccine, which 
was new this year. We would remind the public that these clinics are 
not restricted to the indigent. 


A program toimprove the dental health of children in the elemen- 
tary schools has been going forward with our encouragement. It is to 
be noted that fluoridation of the town water supply could prevent the 
rampant decay noted in the teeth of our young children, 


A pre-school dental clinic was held in May at the Butterfield School 
with the help of the School Nurse, Mrs, Egan, and Miss Genevieve 


Ely, State Dental Hygienist. The purpose was to encourage parents 
to seek early treatment of caries for their children. 


The maintenance of the Town Dump and the collection of rubbish 
were done from March to November by Mr. Albert Smith, who had to 
resign due to illnessin his family. Thereafter, the contract was award- 
ed to G. & S. Trucking Company, Mr, Stanley Lyman, 


The mobile X-ray unit of the Franklin County Public Health Asso- 
ciation in April took chest x-rays of food handlers in our local rest - 
aurants, as well as adults in the school system's employ. 


The Board wishes to remind peopie wishing to install trailers that a 
permit from the Plumbing Inspector is required. In the event of in- 
stallation of septic tanks, approval is required from the Sanitary A- 
gent, 
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The Board reaffirms that it is well pleased with its agents, and will 
stand behind them and support them in their good effort.

Report of the Milk Inspector 


Honorable Board of Health: 


Our program of taking samples once a month from stores, retail and 
wholesale trucks and dispensers, and schools has been followed through 
for customer protection, These samples have been delivered to Howard 
Laboratories in Amherst, Mass. to find the amounts of Butter Fat, to- 
tal solids, bacteria and coliforms. Under the State Law they should 
contain the following: Butter Fat - noless than 3.35; Total Solids - no 
less than 12; Bacteria - no more than 5, 000 (formerly 10, 000); Coli- 
forms - no more than 3, Cream varies according to grades or butter 
fat, and bacteria can be 40, 000 and coliforms 10. As is to be expect- 
ed we find at times some figures in excess of requirements; therefore 
the dealer involved is always given a written statement of his product 
and where obtained and asked to remedy the cause; all dealers have a 
report regardless, I am very satisfied that milk and milk products deli- 
vered the people of Orange from any of the sources available to them 
are of very good quality and should, without a doubt, please the cus- 
tomer from any source he desires to purchase it. I will rate our deal- 
ers withany in the State. I have asked the persons responsible in each 
school to please letme know at once ifany dissatisfaction occurs with 
their milk. (These come in glass 1/2 pt. bottles), So far I have not 
had a complaint, I wish to thank the persons at the schools responsible 
for their cooperation in taking care of the milk when they receive it. 


From yearto year once in a while wehave a problem crop up which 
requires extra effort and expense on our part which is to be expected 
as nothing runs 100% perfect. This year was one of those years (the first 
in four years) whichis a good record I believe. AsI look back over the 
year when I personally inspected and certified the local farms where 
milk comesto Orange, 26 altogether, some inErving, Warwick, Wen- 
dell, Atholand Orange anda new producer now and then wehad prob- 
lems, One producer and retailer had to be gone over monthly. These 
conditions are gone, and we should be glad. The Milk Inspector has 
less people to deal with and according to the times costs the Board of 
Health less to keep a better product for the consumer than before the 
above conditions existed. 
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Orange farmers making milk for a local dealer rate among the first 
6 out of 24 producers. We have six dealers, namely: H.P. Hood, Cum- 
berland Stores, Petersons Dairy, Snow's, Hillside Dairy, and A.&P. 
Stores, 


At this time I wish to thank the members of the Board for their in- 
terest inthe work and cooperation when asked by me, Whatever pro- 
blems we encountered have been solved tothe satisfaction of allcon- 
cerned. It has been a pleasure to perform my duties as prescribed by 
Law for you and the people of Orange.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I herewith submit the annual report of this department for the year 
1966, 


The work of this department has been the regular upkeep of streets 
and roads, sidewalksand bridges not included in Chapter 81 or Chap- 
ter/90; 

Projects include the following: 


Construction of a new sidewalk 108 feet long on Cheney Street, 

The old iron rail fence on Prospect Street was replaced with 200 
feet of guard rail, 

700 feet of bituminus concrete applied to East River Street. 

The spraying of brush and weeds around guard rail on various streets 
and roads. 

The reconstruction of numerous driveway entrances with bituminus 
‘concrete. 

Streets were swept in the Spring. Business district was swept Spring, 
Summer and Fall, 

Tree limbs felled during storms were cleared from roads. 

200 ton of rock salt 1750 yards of sand were used to clear snow and 
ice from the streets. 

Sand was delivered to houses for private use, 

Sand boxes were put out and filled periodically for use by the pub- 
lis: 

Snow fence was erected where drifting is most frequent. 

Sidewalks were cleared aftereach storm. Salt and sand was applied 
when necessary. 

A new salt building was built behind the town barn, 

We plowed and sanded Mahar Regionals parking lot, Cheney schools 
and Dexter Parks School playgrounds. 

At the airport the east west runway was plowed after each snow storm, 
sand was applied when necessary. Taxiways, ramps, parking lots and 
Air Rescue Reserves were also kept plowed out. 
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Sewer Department 


Numerous lines from streetsto houses were unplugged and repaired. 
Lines were thawed out when frozen. 

The septic tank on East Howe St. was pumped out. 

Lines were laid to new houses, 


Municipal Buildings 


Regular maintenance was kept up at the town barn. 
Two broken windows and frames were replaced with glass blocks. 


Chapter 90 Construction 


North Main St., 3,100 feet of construction, 3000 yards of bank run 
gravel, 1339 yards of crushed gravel were applied.

900 feet of road. 

300 ton of bituminus concrete were used to cover a part of East Ri- 
ver St, under 90 Mai ntenance. 
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The maintenance and surfacing of all roads (accepted) and streets 
except Chapter 90 Maintenance work is carried out under this account. 
At the present the state furnishes 67% of the funds spent. This work 
constitutes the maintenance and surfacing of both gravel and black top 
roads and streets, with a total of 81.55 miles of accepted roads and 
streets Of which 60.55 miles are tarred and 21 miles are gravel.

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Report of the Welfare Department 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I herewith submit the annual report of the activities of the Orange 
Welfare Department for the year 1966. 


During 1966 wehad many changes in public assistance. The biggest 
innovation was the advent of Medicare which went into effect July 1, 
1966. This program did relieve some of the medical expense from 
this department but we still continued to be responsible for items and 
bills not covered by Medicare, Then inSeptember of 1966 a new pro- 
gram came into being called Medical Assistance or Medicaid. This 
was a broadening of the Medical Assistance for the Aged program to 
include not only citizens 65 and over but children and disabled peo- 
ple 21 to 64, As of September, 1966, all medical expense was paid 
under the category called Medical Assistance and only money grants 
paid under the other categories of assistance, 


Old Age Assistance: During the year we averaged 76 cases per month. 
We received 12 new applications and 3transfers from other commun- 
ities. We received 7 transfers from other categories and transferred 7 
cases to other categories. We closed 12 cases because of death, The 
total expenditures for Old Age Assistance were $96,551.18, State and 
Federal reimbursement and recoveries amounted to $85, 298, 89 lea- 
ving net cost to the Town of $11, 252, 29, 


Medical Assistance for the Aged and Medical Assistance: Until 
September, 1966 we averaged 73 cases a month and then we paid all 
medical for all categories under the Medical Assistance program, The 
total expense for the combined programs was$114, 307.49. State and 
Federal reimbursement amounted to $99, 213.98, leaving a net cost 
to the Town of $15, 093.51, 


Aid to Families with Dependent Children: The average monthly 
caseload in this category was 37. We received 21 new applications 
and re-opened 7 cases during the year. We received 2 transfer cases 
from other communities and we transferred 5 cases to other communi- 
ties, During the year we closed 23 cases, The total expenditures for 
this category were $71,560.28, The State and Federal reimbursement 
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amounted to $62,977.49, with a net cost to the Town of $8,582.79. 


Disability Assistance; The average caseload was 17 cases during 
the year. We received 5 new applications and 2 transfers from other 
communities. We closed 5 cases and transferred 3 cases to Old Age 
Assistance, The total expenditures for this category amounted to 
$17, 773.60 State and Federalreimbursement amounted to 
$14, 315.15 with a net cost to the Town of $3, 458, 45. 


General Relief; During the year we averaged 6 cases per month, 
with a total expenditure of $4,153.06. The State reimbursement a- 
mounted to $830. 61.

[herewith submit the annual report of this department for the town 
of Orange for the year 1966. 


We began the year withtwenty active cases, During the year we had 
eighteen new requests for assistance, aided eight new cases and 
ten applicants did not qualify under Chapter'115 for various reasons. 
We transferred three cases to other towns, closed four cases, lost two 
cases due to death and ended the year with nineteen active cases, 


Medicare became effective in July for persons over sixty-five years 
of age. Since this health insurance program is still new, we are un- 
able to evaluate the effect it will have on the expenditures in this de- 
partment, All recipients over sixty-five are also insured with Blue 
Cross Blue Shield Medex 11 health insurance, This extension to Med- 
icare should provide full medical coverage. 


Passage of new legislation, known as The Cold War G. I. Bill, 
made available educational benefits, loan guaranty privileges and: 
other federal benefits to veterans who served after January 31, 1955, 
Effects of thisnew law are evident by the influx of applicants request - 
ing information and personal assistance in completing applications, 
Also of interest, is the steadily increasing number of claims for dis- 
ability pensions, dependency and death benefits. 


Since the personal contact and preparation of the veteran's claim 
originates in the local office, the workshops, seminars and news let- 
ters sponsored by the Veterans Administration and our Veterans' Ser- 
vices Contact Office were invaluable in providing current material on 
the scope of federal benefits, services, entitlements and the best ways 
to help the veteran and his dependents to secure the benefits rightly 
due. 
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Memorial flags were issued to honor the memory of seventeen vet- 
erans from this district who passed away during the year.

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Sewage Disposal Committee 


Being a sub-committee of the Orange Planning Board and appointed 
by Orange Selectmen - March 4, 1965, 


Early in 1966, the Sewage Disposal System Study Committee organized 
with Roger Tolman as Chairman, The Committee regrets that Walter 
A, Stone resigned for personal reasons, especially as he is particularly 
familiar with a great part of the existing sewage collecting system, 


The Committee has had contacts with agencies of the State and Federal 
Governments who are involved in working toward the correcting of the 
river pollution, These agencies include the Divisionof Sanitary En- 
gineers of the Dept, of Public Health, - the Farmers Home Admin- 
istration of the U, S, Dept, of Agriculture, - and the Franklin County 
Department of Planning, 


These agencies administerthe public aid programs that will assist the 
Town in meeting the cost of public sewage facilities and disposal plants, 
However, Orange may not be eligible for aid in all programs, Also, 
the government aid varies from 30% to 50% of the construction costs, 
Letter received from this agency states in part - 


"the census shows that the 1960 population for the 
entire Town of Orange was 6, 154 and for Orange 
Center 3689", 


The Committee is now seeing more reliable proof of this so-called 
Orange Center area and what area it includes, 


Tosuggest the proposed areas and the present areas of our sewage sys- 
tem, the Committee has prepared a plan, which has been presented 
to the Planning Board, When this plan is acted upon by the Planning 
Board, together withthe Zoning Plan, it will permit the Sewage Come 
mittee to submit a preliminary inquiry concerning Federal assistance 
for Water projects, sewer projects and waste treatment plants, This 
is standard form 101, When we are informed which agency will ad- 
minister and fund our project, and the extent of the funding, we will 
then be in a position to retain engineering services, 


With an estimate of engineering costs, the Committee will be pre- 
pared to make an application for a Government Grant to have such 
plans prepared, The Town does not pay for such plans now, Later on, 
if and when any work is done, the engineering costs will then become 
payable as an element of the cost of any project, And it is important 
to find out what we canhope to receive as aid from a Federal or State 
agency, 


Also, we do not yet know if Orange will be considered a part of the 
so-called Connecticut River Basin, just recently established but not 
yet defined, 


The Committee has met with several engineering firms and will meet 
with others for general information about disposal plants, etc.,, which 
they have designed for towns similar toOrange, Two typical installa- 
tions have been visited and others will be visited later, Thus we will 
better prepared to evaluate the proposalsof the engineering firms, Ale 
so, make a choice of the engineers that would best answer the needs 
of Orange, 


With an estimate of the cost of such studies, and planning, the Com- 
mittee will be in a positionto seek aGrant for that amount of money, 
if the Town of Orange so instructs the Committee,

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Report of the SchoolSuperintendent 


To the Orange School Committee: 


I hereby submit my seventh annual report as Superintendent of the 
Orange Public Elementary Schools, 


PREFACE 


The highlight of 1966 came upon the delivery of a survey of the 
Orange Schools conducted by the Massachusetts Department of Educa - 
tion in the latter part of 1965. 


To meet space limitations ofthis report, in the areas of school ad- 
ministration, curriculum and plant, the survey called for a long range 
remodeling program for Butterfield School to provide for a functional 
elementary school program, questioned the further use of Cheney 
School because of its age and cost of up-dating and refurbishing the 
building and recommended the regrading and resurfacing of the sites 
of the above schools, It criticized the lack of specialized personnel 
in reading, guidance, speech and physical education; noted the need 
for good school libraries and recommended a district reorganization 
into a kindergarten through grade 12 region. 


While the fact of administrative reorganization under one superin- 
tendent has considerable merit and will likely be so presented to the 
townspeople in 1967, the obligation lies upon the community to hes- 
itate no longer in giving serious consideration to remodeling some of 
its present facilities and pursue such new construction as is needed 
to bring about the flexible (functional) program described in the survey. 
A Middle School (grades 5-7 or 5-8) should be studied, but hardly at 
the expense of housing the remaining 11 classes in the Butterfield 
School area ina school criticized by the state as being wholly inflex- 
ible at the present time. I should like to point out that the rental of 
classroom space is expensive and from all points of view unsatisfactory. 


The modern elementary classroom takes many forms according to 
the architect's definition of the educational specifications desired. It 
is not the small rectangular (egg crate) room common to the older 
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school, but a large area in which an entire class can be seated, as 
well as providing individual study carrels for special purposes and tab- 
les for small group work. These should be in sufficient isolation for a 
variety of activities to be carried out without interference. Within 
easy access should be the library, art center and rooms for special pro- 
grams as desired. 


Visionary as these ideas may seem to some, the retention of the sta- 
tus quo will not permit our schools to take advantage of the new edu- 
cational technology and modern teaching procedures now spreading 
throughout the country. 


INSTRUCT ION 


LINGUISTICS - Withthe aid of 90 books supplied with Title II Feder- 
alFunds inthe amount of $230 to supplement money from the gener- 
al budget, we purchased sufficient books to introduce in all the third 
grades the New English (Linguistics). This subject defies explanation 
within a single paragraph, but it is a way that really helps children 
read and write better, It aims to improve writing by teaching how well- 
formed sentences are generated and improve reading by applying the 
principles by which they generated sentences to the interpretations of 
sentences written by others. The sentence is learned by beginning with 
many sentences of simple structure and advancing to the more com - 
plex. Definitions have been avoided because they are wholly incon- 
sistent. Heavy emphasis is being laid where it should be, that is, the 
use of English as a means of communication.

PSYCHOLOGICAL EVALUATIONS - Mrs. Tacie C, Mann of Amherst 
and Dr, G, Flint Taylor of Worcester State College were employed on 
a part-time basis as certified school psychologists. Seventeen chil- 
dren were tested on the basis of teacher referrals or as members of the 
primary or intermediate classes in Special Education. 


FRANKLIN COUNTY PILOT STUDIES PROGRAM - Ihave been pleased 
to be amember of the executive board of this program, the planning 
for which was completed on December 28, It is the only project of its 
kind in Massachusetts being submitted to the Federal Government for 
funding on a county basis, as well as being the only one in Western 
Massachusetts. The pupils and teachers in our schools will benefit 
greatly from 4 pilot studies in the areas of the identification, diag- 
nosis and treatment of learning problems, curriculum development and 
in-service training for teachers, offerings in the Creative Arts and the 
development of recreational leadersnip, physical education and or- 
ganized sports, 


FEDERAL FUNDS - Atotalof $17, 542. 00 in Federal Funds was invol- 
ved in 4 projectsin the Orange schools during the year, Under Title I, 
ESEA, a summerremedialreading program was conducted for 32 boys 
and girls. A total of 717 books, 27 filmstrips and 13 transparencies 
for overhead projection was acquired under Title II, ESEA, designed 
to assist in the development of school libraries, Through the book 
acquisitions we were able to reach every grade level with 7 sets of 
Childcraft, 2 sets of World Book, 1 set of Golden Book encyclopedias 
and 2 reference setsin science and social studies. Distributed in addi- 
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tion were 14 classroom libraries for personalized reading, 90 textbooks 
and 42 copies of titles in the field of children's literature, The first 
materials under a state approved long range plan for Geography study 
were received under Title III, NDEA. Made available tothe classrooms 
under this act were 22 geographic transparencies. 12 beginners and 
primary globes, 18 markable maps of the United States, North Amer- 
ica and the World for the first 4 grades. Three beautiful display sets 
of pictures describing geographical terms were also included. 


HEADSTART - The general purpose of a Headstart program is to pro- 
vide a variety of experiences to children who might otherwise not re- 
ceive them. This was carried out in an 8-week program during the 
summer at Dexter Park School through many classrooms activities and 
field trips. Thirty-four children, selected in accordance with Feder- 
alGuidelines, were divided into 2 classes with a teacher and teacher 
aide for each. Mr, Robert J, O'Brien of Butterfield School was Direc- 
tor, Additional services were provided in the areas of medical and den- 
tal health through examinations with needed corrective work being of- 
fered. $9,119.00 in Federal Funds were granted for this program ior 
90% of the cost, with local payment of the remaining 10% being made 
in the form of donation of facilities by the Orange School Committee 
and many other individuals. 


We do welcome the Federal dollars since so many benefits accrue 
to the children involved though considerable additional time is requir- 
ed to determine the needs, select the pupils who qualify, make out 
complicated applications, meet deadlines, locate space and main- 
tain student records and accounts, 


IN-SERVICE EDUCATION = 85% (27 teachers) of the school staff have 
been involved in 11 separate courses at levels of graduate and under- 
graduate credit from college as well as non~credit courses, One tea- 
cheris a candidate for a Master's degree while 2 teachers are pursuing 
courses toward a Bachelor's degree. I consider this situation highly 
commendable and reflective of the interest and morale of our faculty. 
It ishighly beneficial to the town that its school committee is cogni- 
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zant of this situation and expressed this so well in raising salaries suf- 
ficiently to place each teacher at her proper step on the salary sched- 
ule for 1967 and extended sick leave accumulated days from 45 to 75 
days. 


In addition to courses, Orange teachers have been engaged in self- 
improvement by attendance at conferences and holding office in pro- 
fessional groups. Representative groups have attended 2 Pioneer Val- 
ley Science Education Conferences at Belchertown and the Univers'ty 
of Massachusetts, an elementary mathematics conference at Worces- 
ter State College, an N.E.A. Department of Classroom Teachers 
meeting at Chicopee, a Massachusetts Teachers Association Leader- 
ship Conference at Deerfield and most recently a planning meeting to 
promote leadershipin mathematics curriculum development at Brook- 
line sponsored by the Massachusetts Department of Education. State- 
wide offices in the Massachusetts Teachers Association are held by 
Evelyn Merrifield on the Resoultions Committee and the Committee 
for Teacher Education and Professional Advancement and Mrs. Rhoda 
Graves on the Citizenship Committee,

In our planning we mustinclude many of these children in public kin- 
dergartens which will be required in the near future, 


COOPERATIVE TEACHING - Three teachers in grade one at Cheney 
School and 4 teachers in grades 1 and 4-.at Dexter Park School have ac- 
cepted the suggestion of forming a cooperative pattern of teaching 
reading, At aspecific time each day the pupils regroup for instruction 
at their proper reading level. This is a type of team organization not 
to be confused with team teaching as such, because it is carried out 
by a single teacher at a particular time. The cooperative aspects oc- 
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cur in planning for each group, arranging for transfers within groups 
and, in many cases, the evaluation of a pupil by more than one tea- 
cher. A variation of this pattern is taking place in grade 3 at Gale 
Brooks School where, because of a split grade, 2 teachers cooperate 
in an exchange of teaching jobs in some subjects. 


MAINTENANCE OF PLANT 


This year saw the completion of the new roof on Dexter Park School, 
a problem with which we have been involved for a number of years. 
A newtar and gravel roof with insulation, copper gravel stop, bonded 
flashing with vent stack and ventilator flashing has been installed. An- 
other major project at Cheney School consisting of a Class 2 fire es- 
cape, interconnecting classroom doors, automatic furnace dampers 
and the use of safety glassand fire-resistant sheetrock where needed; 
has been completed in accordance with safety requirements. All of 
the old heat controls at Butterfield School have been replaced with 
modern day-night thermostats and new air compressor, 4 classrooms 
were painted, a new sink installed in the Special Class room and the 
program for replacement of window shades throughout the building 
was nearly completed. At Dexter Park School a new master clock has 
been placed inthe principal's office and new darkening curtains hung 
in the auditorium. 


CAFETERIA 


Mrs, Winifred Harty was appointed manager of the school cafeter- 
ia following the resignation of Mrs, Eleanor Coughlin in June. At the 
same time Mrs, Jean Lundgren was added to the staff. There are now 
5 full-time and 2 part-time women employed. 102, 314 lunches were 
served during the 1965-1966 school year, an increase of 3, 360 over 
the previous year and 16, 104 over the past 5 years. Total receipts for 
the year amounted to $45, 888. 00 including State and Federal reim - 
bursements. Though some equipment has been acquired the general 
picture is one of insufficient kitchen and storage space and equipment. 
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CONCLUSION 


I wish to acknowledge, with thanks, the cooperation of the Orange 
School Committee, principals and teachers and all others of the school 
staff. I recognize also my secretary, Mrs, Norma Ball, who has con- 
stantly aided mein maintaining efficiency in the face of so much ad- 
ministrative detail.

I am herein submitting my report as Art Supervisor for the 1966- 
1967 school year, 


Art should be a vital study of every boy and girl. It is a way of ex- 
pressing oneself and communicating with others. Just as music must 
be heard art must be seen, therefore, the children of the Orange Ele- 
mentary Schools are exhibiting some of their art work at the Wheeler 
Memorial Library and onthe bulletin board in the superintendent's of- 
fice. 


The child must be helped to develop perception, This is accom- 
plished by looking and seeing and understanding what they see, Visual 
awareness deepens as the child grows, 


Art, tobe meaningful, should reflect the child's individuality, cre- 


ative thought and honest effort. Copying, tracing and coloring within 
the lines doesnot provide the pupil an opportunity for creative growth. 
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The children of the Orange Elementary Schools have been taught 
some of the basic conception art and have had the freedom to use them 
in their own way, such as; line, color, texture, form, shape and spa- 
tial relationship. 


The students have been exposed to, and experimented with, finger 
paints, tempera and water colors also crayon and crayon resist. They 
have been taught how to properly use and care for their art tools and 
materials, 


All classes have had an opportunity to work creatively with paper, 
cutting, tearing and paper collages, Collages have been made from 
the many materials that nature provides, 


Design has been introduced at all grade levels. Upper classes have 
studied design, formal and informal, using geometric shapes and free 
form. 


There is much more to be taught, such as, the combining fo the dif- 
ferent medias, portraits and the human figure, The biographies of some 
of the great artists will be a part of the art program. 


The only way to become an artist is through study, work and exper- 
iment, Art should leadto a sensitive, aware adult who finds art a part 
of his whole life, 


The childrenhave shown a great deal of interest and enthusiasm in 
the art program. There has been some outstanding talent in a number 
of students in the schools, 


Due to the lack of an art supervisor in the past few years the upper 
grades have had to be taken back to the lower grade level to build a

The regular clinics and health programs were conducted throughout 
the year. However, extra emphasis was directed towards the number 
one health problem, The high prevalence of tooth decay, 


AnElementary School dental health education program with graded 
outlines, and a dental survey project was initiated with the approval 
of the Orange Elementary School Committee, 


This is the first community in the region and in the Commonwealth 
to incorporate sucha dental health program intothe school curriculum 
as a regular subject, If this program proves successful, we hope it will 
be incorporated intothe schoolcurriculum of every elementary school 
in the Commonwealth, This is athree year project startedin April un- 
der the supervision of Miss Genevieve Ely, Dental Health Supervisor 
of the Mass, Dept, of Public Health, 


The major objectives of the project are threefold: Education, Pre- 
vention and Treatment with adequate follow-up. Such measures will 
result in good dental health, awareness of these children as future par- 
ents of the importance of primary teeth, and six year molars (the 
first permanent teeth), proper brushing and reduction of dental needs 
in adulthood, 


The project encompasses pre~school dental examinations and par- 
ent education conferences, sponsored by the Orange Board of Health 
and co-sponsored by the Elementary School Committee, The first pre- 
school examination was in May, Forty children ranging in ages 2 1/2 
through six were examined at two of the Elementary schools, with re- 
ferral recommended on 43% of them, Five per cent were found with 
decayed or extracted primary teeth, 


At the time of pre-school registration in May, one hundred six par- 
ents were given instruction onthe care of teeth and the importance of 
primary teeth and proper brushing. 


A four week supervised proper brushing program is conducted at Dex- 
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ter Park school in grades one, two and three, The students in these 
grades allreceive a toothbrush and are instructed in the proper brush- 
ing technique prior to the four week supervised period, The students 
then do proper brushing after lunch for a four week period. This is 
hopefully, to instill the importance of proper brushing and the care of 
teeth. 


"Swish and Swallow" signs are over all drinking fountains in all 
schools and each student under supervision does this after recess and 
lunch. 

This dental project is a sound program of great merit. Time will 
prove its effectiveness when future dental statistical data will show a 
lower incidence of needed dental corrective care.

widening of the parking lot entrance and the installation of lights and 
traffic signs, installation of a culvert to solve erosion problems, im- 
provement of the athletic fields, painting of bleachers, window-sash 
and interior floors and walls, installation of non-slip tile in the aud- 
itorium, and conservation work donearound the pond area by the Ma- 
har Fish and Game Club, I particularly wish to commend Mr, Laugh- 
ton and his staff for the excellent preventive maintenance program 
being carried out. 


Looking Ahead 


The District is still faced with an acute classroom shortage and the 
Committee fully realizes that steps must be takento acquire addition- 
al facilities. In this regard the Committee requested the Department 
of Education to review our school facilities. The Department, in its 
report, stated there was an immediate needs for ten classrooms, In 
addition, library and music space was held to be inadequate. Physical 
education facilities to meet new law requiring physical education 
classes daily are not available, An analysis of the anticipated enroll- 
ment from 1967 through 1971 indicates a definite increase beginning 
in 1968, (See table.) The effect of the proposed regional technical- 
vocational school is still highly problematical at this time. 


The State Department of Education strongly recommends that the towns 
in this area consolidate into a K-12 District, and to this end are pro- 
posing financial incentives in the form of building and other funds. 
Such consolidation is sound from the educational point of view and would 
provide for more coordination of school programs and the better use 
of all personnel. The Committee is exploring ways to solve our build- 
ing problems by working with the local school committees and the 
state officials, As superintendent, I recommend that this issue receive 
top priority in the business of the School District for 1967. 


Principal Edminster and his staff have assembled a complete and de- 
tailed report on all phases of the curricular and co-curricular aspects 
of the school program. Due to lack of space, I am including only a 
few excerpts for the Town Report, A complete copy of the Principal's 
Report is available at the school upon request. I do wish to commend 
Mr, Edminster and his staff for their work in the field of curriculum 
study this year.

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Report of the Superintendent 


TO THE MEMBERS OF THE RALPH C, MAHAR REGIONAL SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE AND VOTERS OF THE RALPH C, MAHAR REGIONAL 
SCHOOL DISTRICT, I HEREWITH SUBMIT MY ANNUAL REPORT AS 
YOUR SUPERINTENDENT, 


The Mahar Regional School Committee held eleven regular meetings 
and eleven special meetings during 1966. Reviewed below are some 
of the most important actions taken by the Committee. 


1. After a year of study, the Mahar Committee voted to amend the 
Regional Agreement to permit the towns of New Salem and Wendell 
to join the District, The Amendment was approved at special town 
meetings held in the five towns in December, This revised Amend- 
ment increased the membership on the Committee to fourteen, Er- 
ving 3, Orange 7, New Salem 1, Petersham 2, Wendell 1. The towns 
of New Salem and Wendell also are required to reimburse the other 
towns for their share of the school building costs incurred since the in- 
ception of the District, this to be done over a ten-year period. Both 
towns will now assume their share of the total operating and capital 
costs of the Regional School District. The citizens of the District are 
to be commended for approving this forward step in school district re- 
organization, 


2, The Committee devoted four special meetings to consideration of 
the 1967 Budget. As in the past, all meetings were open to the pub- 
lic with town officials invited to attend and participate at all sessions 
held. Insummary, the Gross- Budget adopted for 1967 was set at 
$836, 003 up from $779, 346 in 1966. This largest increase was in the 
Instruction Account where an increase of $27, 927 was budgeted. In- 
come was estimated at $185,480 which includes $21, 151 from the 
surplus revenue account. The final net budget adopted was $650, 553, 
The net assessments tothe five member towns are shown in a separate 
financial statement in this Report. 


3. Bus Contracts for three years were approved and the contracts for 


transporting New Salem and Wendellstudents were added to the trans- 
portation account. Regional transportation costs are 100% reimbursable, 
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Contracts for milk, fuel, gas and paper supplies were also advertised 
and awarded, 


4, The Department of Corporations and Taxation audited the books 
and accounts of the District for the period April 1, 1964 to April 30, 
1966. Separate audits were made in all federal and state accounts 
during the year, 


o. Mr, Joseph G. Barry of Wendell was appointed Treasurer of the 
Districtin July succeeding Mr, ClementDurnaof the Committee who 
had served as treasurer pro-tem since February, 1965. 


6. The Committee entered into bargaining negotiations on the issues 
of wages and conditions of employment with the Mahar Teachers As- 
sociation, A revised salary schedule was agreed upon prior to the com- 
pletion of the budget. Further negotiations on conditions of work will 
be considered in 1967 when a formal contract in accordance with state 
statutes will be completed. 


7. The recruitment of teachers and staff personnel still remains a 
problem for the District. This year fourteen replacements were nece- 
ssary. Shortages are particularly noted in science, industrial arts, li- 
brarians and foreign languages, The improved salary schedule, a copy 
of which is in the Report, should be of assistance in attracting new per- 
sonnel, The Committee also granted raises to the custodians, secre- 
taries and cafeteria personnel, 


8, An administrative change was made when Stanley Everett, Vice 
Principal resigned to take a position in North Carolina, He was re- 
placed by James Stevenson, Mr, Stevenson holds a bachelor's degree 
from the University of Massachusetts and a master's degree in educa- 
tion from Westfield State College, 


9. Mrs. Mildred Phillips of the English Department retired in 1966. 
She had served the District since 1957. Mr. Hugh McLeod of the cus- 
todial department retired, also having served the District since 1957. 
Both of these persons are to be commended for their fine service to the 
District. 


10. The report of the curriculum of the school will be made in de- 
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tail by the Principal. However, I wish tostate that the Mahar Region- 
al School was granted a five-year certificate of approval by the New 
England Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools, the accredit - 
ing agency for New England. The next official evaluation of the school 
will be made in 1970. In this regard, the District must face up to the 
need to expand the school program and provide added physical facili- 
ties to meet desirable educational standards, 


11. During the year anumber of stepshave been taken to further co- 
ordinate the curriculum programs of the elementary schools systems 
with the Regional School program. A social studies workshop for tea- 
chersin Grades 1-12 was held. An English workshopin Grades 3-8 was 
also held. The testing programs of the different systems have now been 
coordinated, 


12. Federal funds have been utilized. Under Title II, $3, 000 was ex- 
panded to purchase library books. Approximately $500 was devoted to 
additional equipment for the Business Education Department. Under 
Title III, a 20-station language laboratory was purchased which is used 
in all grades to facilitate the auraloral approach to teaching. The 
school is alsoinvolved in several area projects in curriculum innova- 
tion which will definitely improve the school program as they evolve. 
Particular mention should be made of the Upward Bound project at the 
University of Massachusetts in which 5 Mahar students were selected 
for a 3/ 2-year program. 


13. The Mahar Regional School is increasingly used as a community 
center, Many organizations use the auditorium, cafeteria and library 
for large group meetings. In the field of adult education, we contin- 
ue to be the state area adult education center with classes in practical 
arts and high school level courses scheduled under the state University 
Extension program, At present, over 50 people are working for the 
high school equivalency certificates, Classes are held on a two-sem- 
ester basis. College level graduate courses are also being offered this 
year, 


14, The policy of the Committee to follow a planned program in 
maintenance, repair and replacement of the building, grounds and 


equipment is being carefully followed. Particular items of interest are 
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During the year 1966, more studies and deliberations were applied 
than ever before toward the improvement and revitalization of the 
program of studies. Innovative education supported financially by li- 
beral grants from the federal government has become the education- 
al panacea of the age, and therefore must be recognized as a perma- 
nent institution in American education. In order to make sensible de- 
cisions in the area of innovation, concerning those new approaches 
most applicable to our individual system, considerable investigation 
is extremely essential. Consequently, it might be of interest to note 
some of the programs and projects that have been evaluated and to 
some degree, even if small, applied to the various curriculum areas 
of this school, 


1, Instructional Materials Center 
The purpose of a center of this type is to improve the academ- 


ic program by providing a supplementary materials center which 
isdesigned to provide a broader and richer learning experience 
for our students, 


Successful teaching and significant learning depend largely upon 
the motivation of students, to the degree necessary, to insure an 
understanding of, and to some degree, an appreciation for cer- 
tain fundamental concepts contained in the educational program 
of the school. 


Inthe effort to obtain better student motivation, a teacher must 
supplement a presentation through the uses of interesting mater- 
ials, methods and means which are, and have long been avail- 
able, but which have generally not been placed in the hands of 
teachers to effectively employ at the appropriate time. The 
plan, therefore, is to provide a procedure and facility by which 
the effective use of available and acquirable materials could be 
guaranteed. 


It could be clearly understood that a fully operational center is 
impossible at the present time because of the necessity for rath- 
er extensive structural additions to the existing facility. How- 
ever, the immediate goal, the establishment of the philosophy 
and a few of the basic procedures of ati instructional materials 


Ta 


center, does appear attainable. 


. Modern Foreign Languages. 

The employment of the audio-lingual approach to the teaching 
and learning of a modern foreign language is being continued. 
Itis impossible to make a definitive evaluation of the program 
at this time due to the limited time in which the method has 
been in operation. 


At the conclusion ofthe third year, which willbe the end of the 
current school year, such an objective evaluation should be pos- 
sible, It should be mentioned that the advisability of consider- 
ing the adoption of a second language inthe near future is being 
considered. However, the addition of another language would 
require expansion of the existing physical plant. 


S-Sclence 


With reference to the various plans or projects of innovative ed- 
ucation the field of secondary school science is probably at the 
top of the list, At the present time the single program being used 
in its entirety is one of the Biological Science Curriculum Study 
(Blue Version) approaches which is employed in the college pat- 
terns of Grade 10 biology, Several other modern approaches have 
been adopted, in part, where a definitely profitable application 
appears, Among these are the Physical Science Study Commit- 
tee project in Physics, the Earth Science Curriculum Study pro- 
jectin juniorhigh earth science, and the Chem Study and Chem 
Bond projects in chemistry. In addition, formal requests have 
been made to be included as an active participant in the Earth 
Science Curriculum Study and the Harvard Project Physics. Un- 
fortunately, few if anysmall rural schools are everselected dur- 
ing the initial stages of these pilot programs. 


The existing junior and senior high school science offerings are 
being hampered in their effectiveness by the inavailability of 
sufficient laboratory periods. This is a deficien¢y considerably 
below existing recommendations - not tomention the non-con- 
formity with all of the modern science projects, which are al- 
most entirely laboratory oriented. Here again the answer ap- 
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pears to be expansion of the existing physical plant if a satis- 
factory, competitive modern program is to be effected. 


- Social Studies 

In an effort to more adequately bring the important area of So- 
cial Studies up to date, a great deal of effort has been applied 
to the development of conceptual teaching. It appears that on- 
ly through this means can the true lasting value of any social 
studies subject be realized. In the area of innovation, several 
new approaches are being studied with recommendations planned 
for the near future, Among these are the Harvard Social Studies 
Project--a three year social science curriculum for secondary 
schools based on the analysis of public controversy; the World 
History Project prepared by Northwestern University. A High 
School Social Studies Program for Able Students sponsored by 
the Carnegie Institute of Technology; the Asian Studies Curri- 
culum Project advanced by the University of California; the 
High School Geography Project developed by the university of 
Colorado; and the World Affairs Study conducted by the Tufts 
University Lincoln Filene Center for Citizenship and Public Af- 
fairs, 


. Special Education 

Considerable difficulty exists regarding the implimentation of 
a good Special Education program, The direct cause of this dif- 
ficulty appears to be the inavailability of adequate space, a 
situation which does not lend itself to the establishment of a 
program recommended for special class students. 


. Physical Education 

While a reasonably well rounded program is in effect for both 
boys and girls, the physical education requirements as set forth 
by the State Department of Education are not being met because 
ofthe inability of the School District to provide sufficient gym- 
inasium space to effectuate the requirement of daily activity in 
this fieldin the public elementary and secondary schools of the 
State. Here again, an addition to the existing facility is nece- 
ssary in order to insure compliance with this basic time require- 
ment, 
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Five Year Evaluation Report 

The Mahar Regional School continues to be accredited by the 
New England Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools-- 
the Five Year Progress Report having been approved on, 


It should be understood that this accreditation indicates approv- 
al up to the present time, and that during the period up to 1970 
a constant effort to improve the program of instruction as well 
as all other aspects of the educational structure must be constant- 
ly effected. The next major evaluation by a visiting committee 
will be in 1970. On that occasion, the evaluating committee 
will be very demanding as it measures the school program by 
increasingly higher standards governing evaluation. 


Participation in Area Projects 

During the year, staff members of the school have participated 
inthe developmental phase of three PACE (Projects to Advance 
Creativity in Education) projects: 


a, The Greenfield Regional Augmented Center for Innova- 
tive Education, Staff members of the school were inclu- 
ded on the planning and development committees for 
this project. 


b. Project Scholar - sponsored by Athol High School. This 
program, although not yet operational, will, when or- 
ganized, provide additional academic instruction for the 
gifted child. 


c, Project under Title III - sponsored by Narragansett Region- 
al High School, 


. Mahar Regionai High School Library 


There lias been discernible growth this past year in the library 
program, Steps which have increased its effectiveness are as 
follows: 


1, Approximately 650 books have been added, through our 
own budget and through the Federal Grant of $3024 provided 
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the library under Title II, ESEA, making a total of 4131 books, 


2. A Vertical File which has been established, providing 
pamphlet material on subject matter covered in the curriculum. 


3. Our periodical list which has been increased to cover those 


magazines listed in The Abridged Reader's Guide to Periodical 
Literature 


4, Fuller participation by the library in the Audio-Visual 
program, establishing guidelines which will aid in bringing the 
Instructional Materials Center concept into being, a concept in- 
creasingly followed in progressive educational systems. 


Plans projected for 1967 call for the establishment of a Pro- 
fessional Reference Area for teachers and increased shelving to 
accomodate the growing library.

10. Report of the Guidance Department 
Much of the activity of the Guidance Department remains static 
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from year to year since the customary responsibilities - counsel - 
ing, testing, placement, follow-up, information services and 
record keeping - remain basic to the guidance program in any 
modern successful high school, 


The results achieved in the counseling process-and the values 
gained from the testing and information service aspects of the 
guidance function are perhaps amorphous, overly technical, or 
even uninteresting to the layman, but the placement of Mahar 
graduates is usually of prime concern to a large group of citizens 
as anindex of the overall comparative excellence of the school 
and the student body. The class of 1966 reflects credit both up- 
on the school collectively and its membership individually as 
evidenced by the great numberof students embarking upon cour- 
ses of advanced study: |

Such a fine record of placement and adjustment is due in large 
measure to the efforts expended by all guidance personnel over 
the years in behalf of these pupils, but special tribute must be 
given to the senior counselor for this outstanding achievement. 


Substantial counseling and guidance services have also been ex- 
tended to underclass students to the extent that the 1965-1966 


drop out rate registers a low 2.2%, and only 31 students out of 
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an enrollment of 942 failed one or more subjects for the year. 
Such figures are reflective of the grouping, programming, and 
testing success, in part, realized by the Guidance Department 
this past year. 


Several other undertakings of particular note appear worthy of 
mention as innovations of the past year: 


As an expanded effort to inform parents about pertinent data 
relative to their children and the changing aspects of second- 
ary education generally, another unique program was present - 
ed this past year for parents of 10th grade students, Each par- 
ent was given the complete psychological test "profile" or 
report for his youngster, and these results were interpreted in 
the hope that the parents might give a more realistic un- 
derstanding of the child's capabilities, limitations and pos~- 
sible appropriate higher educational and career choices. 


In asimilar approach to enlighten and inform, parents of in- 
coming seventh grade students were invited to a special pro- 
gram which was designed to explain the offerings of the school 
and the procedures and policies for grouping pupils into var- 
ious divisions and courses, 


Systematic long-term follow-up studies of graduates of the 
classes of 1958 and 1959 have been completed, and another 
attempt to evaluate the post-secondary school performance 
of the class of 1960 has been realized, Such research endea - 
vors hopefully to provide some indication of the quality and 
value of the high school educational experience and serve as 
a basis for curriculum revision and implementation, 


Much more could be stated regarding Guidance Department re- 
sponsibilities in a variety of other activities - expansion of the 
occupational and educational library, participation in Upward 
Bound and other federally sponsored projects, reterrals of excep- 
tional children to unique agencies, program selection, special- 
ized testing, letters of recommendation and parent conferences 
- but these services, and many others as well, are typical, ex- 
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pected, and commonplace and therefore merit little further ex - 
pansion or comment. 


In closing my report, I wish again to express my gratitude to the 
Mahar Regional School Committee, and my co-workers, who have 
been so cooperative to the school department and to me during the 
year,

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Town Warrant 


To either of the Constables of the Town of ORANGE, 
in the County of Franklin: 


GREETING. 


IN THE NAME OF THE COMMONWEALTH OF 
MASSACHUSETTS, you are hereby directed to notify 
and warn the inhabitants of said Town, qualified to 
vote in elections, and in Town affairs, to meet at the 
Town Hall insaid ORANGE, on Monday the Sixth day 
of March next; at eight o'clock in the forenoon, then 
and there to act on the following articles: 


Article 1: To choose by ballot the following officers: 
A Moderator for one year, one Selectman for three 
years, one Assessor for three years, one Town Treas- 
urer for three years, one Tax Collector for three years, 
one Tree Warden for one year, one member of the Board 
of Health for three years, one member of the Board of 
Public Welfare for three years, one member of the 
Board of Public Welfare for one year, two Trustees of 
Memorial Hall for three years, one member of the Schoo! 
Committee for three years, twomembers of the Region- 
al School Committee for three years, one member of the 
Regional School Committee for two years, one member 
of the Regional School Committee for one year, two 
Library Trustees for three years, one Water Commis - 
sioner for three years, one Cemetery Commissioner for 
three years. 


All of the above named officers are in accordance 
with the vote of the Town, to be chosen on one ballot. 
For these purposes the polls will be openedat 8:00 a.m. 
and will be closed at 8:00 p.m. 


The meeting will reconvene at 7:00 p.m. on Mon- 
day, March 13, 1967 in the Town Hall to act on the 
following articles: 
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Article 2: Tosee if the town will receive any reports 
that may be presented, or take any action in relation 
thereto. 


Article 3: To see if the town will vote to allow any 
accounts that may be presented or take any action in 
relation thereto. 


Article 4: To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the treasurer, with the approval of the selectmen to 
borrow money from time to time in anticipation of the 
revenue of the financial years beginning January |, 
1967 and January 1, 1968, inaccordance with the pro- 
visions of General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 4, and 
to renew any note or notesas may be given for a period 
of less than one year, in accordance with the provis~ 
ions of General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 17, or take 
acy action in relation thereto. 


Article 5: Tosee ifthe townwill vote to choose a dir- 
ector in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 128, 
Section 41 of the General Laws, in connection with 
County Aid to Agriculture, to serve one year, or take 
any action in relation thereto. 


Article 6: Tosee ifthe town will vote to use, and for 
what purpose, the money received from the County 
known as the "Dog Fund", or take any action in re- 
lation thereto. Recommended for Library Dept. 


Article 7: Tosee ifthe town will vote to pay the Tree 
Warden the sum of $25.00 per year as salary and the 
further sum of $1.25 per hour for all time that he shall 
expend in actual labor in connection with his depart - 
ment, and which amount is included in the budget, or 
take any action in relation thereto. Recommended. 


Article 8: To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Board of 
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Selectmen, to sell or dispose of the property acquired 
by the town through Treasurer's Deeds or tax titles fore - 
closed by Commissioner's Affidavit of land of low 
value, or by foreclosure through the Land Court, or 
take any action in relation thereto. Recommended. 


Article 9: Tosee if the town will vote to fix the sal- 
ary and compensation of all elected officers of the town 
as provided by Section 108, Chapter 41, General Laws, 
to be made effective from January 1, 1967, as con- 
tained in the budget or take any action in relation 
thereto. Recommended. 


Article 10: Tosee ifthe townwill vote to appropriate 
sums of money as may be necessary to defray town 
charges for the year ensuing, or take any action in re- 
lation thereto. Recommended. 
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Article 11: Tosee ifthe townwill vote to appropriate 
a sum of money for the purpose of raising the hourly 
wages of patrolmen in the Town of Orange, starting 
patrolmenat anhourly rate to provide $4800 per year, 
and thereafter with annual increments of $300.00 until 
a pay of $6300 is reached for patrolmen, said wage in- 
creases to be retroactive to January 1, 1967 or take 
any action in relation thereto. Not Recommended. 


Article 12: Tosee ifthe townwill vote to appropriate 
a sum of money for Vocational Education or take any 
action in relation thereto. Recommended. 


Article 13: To see if the town will vote to trade the 
present Police Car and appropriate a sum of money for 
the purchase of a new car, or take any action in re- 
lation thereto. Recommended. 


Article 14: Tosee ifthe town will vote to appropriate 
the sumof money received under Chapter 679, Acts of 
1965, to be used with Chapter 90 Construction funds, 
or take any action inrelation thereto. Recommended. 


Article 15: To see if the town will vote to trade one 
1960 F700 Ford, 22,000 G.V.W. and one 1961 F600 
Ford 19,000 pounds G.V.W., complete with bodies 
and snow plow frames, and appropriate a sum of money 
for the purchase of two 25,000 pounds G.V.W. trucks 
complete with bodies and snow.plow frames, or take 
any action in relation thereto. Recommended. 


Article 16: Tosee ifthe townwill vote to sell or trade 
the Ahrens-Fox Pumper and appropriate or otherwise 
providea sum of money to purchase a pumping engine 
with a one thousand gallon pump and not less than a 
five hundred gallon tank, or take any action in re- 
lation thereto. Recommended. 
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Article 17: Tosee ifthe town will vote to rescind the 
following vote passed under Article 3 at Special Town 
Meeting, April 26, 1965: "That the Town appropriate 
$55,000.00 to make necessary repairs, clean and ce- 
ment line the Walnut Hill Distributing Reservoir and 
to meet said appropriation that $30,000.00 be trans- 
ferred from Water Surplus Account and that the town 
issue bonds or notes for the balance of $25,000.00 in 
accordance with Chapter 294, Acts of 1965 payable in 
five years.", or take any action in relation thereto. 
Recommended. 


Article 18: Tosee ifthe town will vote to appropriate 
a sum of money from Water Surplus to make necessary 
repairs, build new steps and repair the valve pit at the 
Walnut Hill Distributing Reservoir, or take any action 
in relation thereto. Recommended. 


Article 19: Tosee ifthe town will vote to appropriate 
asumof money from Water Surplus Account to replace 
the river pipe from East River Street to Mill Street with 
10" pipea distance of 900 feet, or take any action in 
relation thereto. Recommended. 


Article 20: Tosee ifthe town will vote to appropriate 
an additional sum of money from Water Surplus Account 
for the Holtshire Pumping Station Repairs originally 
voted March 1, 1963, or take any action in relation 
thereto. Recommended. 


Article 21: Tosee ifthe town will vote to appropriate 
asumof money from Water Surplus to replace the water 
pipe on Pleasant Street from Gay Street to the enc of 


Pleasant Street with 6" pipe a distance of 725 feet, or 
take any action in relation thereto. Recommended. 


Article 22: Tosee ifthe town will vote to appropriate 
asumof money from the Water Surplus Account to re- 
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place the water pipe on Beacon Street from Bacon Street 
to Winter Street with 6" pipe a distance of 850 feet, 
or take any action in relation thereto. Recommended. 


Article 23: Tosee ifthe town will vote to appropriate 
asumof money from the Water Surplus Account to re- 
place the water pipe on Clifton Street from South Main 
Street to the end of the street with 6" pipe a distance 
of 610 feet, or take any action in relation thereto. 
Recommended. 


Article 24: Tosee ifthe town will vote to appropriate 
a sum of money from Water Surplus Account to install 
a6" water main on Spring Street from the end of main 
to Pleasant Street, a distance of 675 feet, or take any 
action in relation thereto. Recommended. 


Article 25: Tosee ifthe town will vote to appropriate 
a sum of money from Water Surplus Account to install 
a 6" water main on Fountain Street from West Myrtle 
to Spring Street, a distance of 410 feet, or take any 
action in relation thereto. Recommended. 


Article 26: Tosee ifthe town will vote to appropriate 
a sum of money from Water Surplus Account to repair 
the raceway at Holtshire Pumping Station, or take any 
action in relation thereto. 


Article 27: Tosee ifthe town will vote to appropriate 
a sum of money for the construction of a garage and 
tool house at South Cemetery, or take any action in 
relation thereto. Recommended. 


Article 28: Tosee ifthe town will vote to appropriate 
asumof money for the Orange -Athol Industrial Devel- 
opment District or take any action in relation thereto. 
Recommended. 
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Article 29: Tosee ifthe town will vote to appropriate 
a sum of money for the removal of Dilapidated Build- 
ings, or take any action in relation thereto. Recom- 
mended. 


Article 30: Tosee ifthe town will vote to appropriate 
asumof money for unpaid bills of prior years, or take 
any action in relation thereto. 


Article 31: Tosee ifthe town will vote to appropriate 
the money received under Chapter 672, Acts of 1963, 
for the Library Department, or take any action in re- 
lation thereto. Recommended. 


Article 32: Tosee ifthe town will vote to appropriate 
a sum of money for the Roy W. French Estate for use 
of parking space or take any action in'relation thereto. 
Recommended. 


Article 33: Tosee ifthe town will vote to appropriate 
asumof money to continue the improvement and beau - 
tification of the south bank of the Millers River, or 
take any action in relation thereto. Recommended. 


Article 34: Tosee ifthe town will vote to appropriate 
a sumof money to be added to the Stabilization Fund, 
or take any action in relation thereto. Not Recom- 
mended. 


Article 35: To see if the town will vote to create a 
special unpaid Committee to be known as a Regional 
Schoo! District Planning Committee, to consist of three 
members, including one member of the school commit- 
tee, to be appointed by the moderator in accordance 
with the provisions of Section 14, Chapter 71, ofthe 
General Laws, as amended; and appropriate a sum of 
money for the use of said Committee or take any action 
in relation thereto. 
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Article 36: To see if the town will vote to adopt the 
following By-Laws: "No one incontrol of real proper- 
ty in town, other than a commercial junk-yard or a 
commercial garage, shall tolerate the remaining there - 
on for more thanten days of a junked, abandoned, un- 
registered, disassembled or inoperable motor vehicle, 
nor shall anyone allow such a motor vehicle to remain 
on any place or road available for public travel for 
more than forty-eight hours. Any such motor vehicle 
remaining for the period indicated shall be deemed 
abandonedand may be removed by the police depart - 
ment and disposed of under the provisions of Chapter 
135 of the General Laws, relating to Unclaimed and 
Abandoned Property. Whoever violates any provision 
of this by-law shall pay a fine of not more than fifty 
dollars. Each failure toremove the vehicle after writ- 
ten notice from the Selectmen to do so to the one in 
control of real property affected or the registered owner 
of the vehicle on such place or road, within ten days 
of the receipt of said notice if on private land or with- 
in forty-eight hours of its receipt if on such a place of 
road shall be a separate offense and punishable by a 
fine of not over fifty dollars. Nothing herein shall 
prohibit the maintenance on private land in an enclosed 
building of disassembled or inoperable motor vehicles, 
nor on private property, locatedso that they cannot be 
seen froma public highway or from abutting property, 
nor operable farm vehicles.", or take any action in 
relation thereto. Recommended. 


Article 37: To see if the town will vote to adopt the 
proposed zoning by-law and zoning map dated Decem- 
ber 13, 1966, the said by-law to conform to the text 
printed in the pamphlet attached and incorporated 
therein, entitled "Proposed Zoning By-Law" and the 
map as referred to in the text and as displayed at the 
town meeting, or take any action in relation thereto. 
Recommended. 
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And you are directedto serve this Warrant, by post - 
ing up attested copies thereof at the Post Offices in 
Orange and North Orange, seven days at least before 
the time ofholding said meeting and by publishing at- 
tested copies thereof, in the local newspapers, in said 
Town, once at least before the time of holding said 
meeting. 


HEREOF FAIL NOT, and make due return of this 
Warrant, with your doings thereon, to the Town Clerk, 
at the time and place of meeting, as aforesaid.
